Chicago; Jan. 4 - The number 
of dead is now de6mtely known to 
be 588.

Eight of the bodies are burned be- 
yond recognition, except possibly 
by scraps of clotbing. * 

Secret of Fire Discovered. 

Fire inspector Monroe Fulkerson 
tonight announced thathe had final- 
ly discovered the secret of the fire. 
The asbestos curtain was, accord 
ing to Fulkerson, blocked in its 
descent by the sleel reflector over 
the flood light being carelessly left 
open by a stage hand, While one 
end of the curtain got within five 
feet of the stage, the other was sus- 
pended twenty feet above it. Be 
neath it swept the flood ol flame that 
carried death to so many hundreds 

The, first step toward definite 
conclusion as to the cause of the fire 
was made when William McMullen, 
the operator of the "Spot" light, 
threw the bjame on another light 
nearby. 

McMullen underwent a searching 
examination by Assistant Chief of 
Police Schuettler. McMullen's story 
was as follows: 

"I was standing on the iron 
bridge at the right side of the stage, 
from which the spot light* is oper- 
ated. The lamp seemed in good 
condition, but in the middle of the 
second act, just as I changed from 
a white light to a blue one, the arc 
betweea the carbons spluttered and 
jumped. A spark struck the frayed 
edge on the border of the curtain 
drapery. A flame, which I shoold 
say was twelve inches long, Bhot 
up I abandoned the lamp and clap- 
ped my hand on the flame, but 
it spread in spite of me. I called to 
have the fire curtain lowered and 
yelled to the house fireman to help 

. He came with a patent 
fire extinguisher, which had no ef- 
fect on the flames. Fisally I jump- 
ed from the bridge to the stage. A 
child in one of the front boxes had 
already been burned. I seized her 
and carried her out, and then re 
turned to the theater. Here I work- 
ed, pulling people out of the choked 
exits until it was useless to stay 
any longer. 

With the arrest of McMullen the 
police believe they have all the in.- 
portant witnesses among the theat- 
er employes that are assential to a 
complete inquiry. 

Fixing The Blame. 

Formally charged with man- 
slaughter, Managers Will J. Davis 
and Harry J Powers, of the Iro- 
quois theatre, with City Building 
Commissioner Williams, and 16 em- 
ployes of the theatre will be ar- 
ligned for trial next Tuesday. 
All Theatres Are Closed. 

Chicago, Jan. 2, — Tonight etery 
theatre in Chicago is closed. Not 
one will be open to the public unti 
the managers have complied with 
every section of the ordinances reg 
ulating play-bouses. At a meeting 
of the managers of the threatres to- 
night it was decided to make all the 
mprovementB, changes and re- 
pairs demanded by the mayor.

GEN. L0NGSTREET DEAD. 



Hard Fighter in Confederate Ser- 
vice Passes Away. 



Gen. James M Longstreet, the 
last Lieut. General of the Confeder- 
ate army with the exception of Gen, 
Gordon, died at Gairesville, Ga., 
Saturday, from an acute attack of 
pneumonia, aged 83 years. He 
joined the Confederate army in 1861, 
and was immediately made briga- 
dier general and won distinction al 
the battle of Bull Run. He was 
also prominent in the battle of the 
Wilderness. He was in the sur- 
render at Appomattox in April, 
1865, and was considered one of the 
hardest fighters in the Confederate 
service. Since the war he had 
been surveyor at the port of New 
Orleans, supervisor of internal rev- 
enue in New Orleans, postmaster 
of that city, minister to Turkey, 
and U. S. Marshal for the district 
of Georgia. A tew years ago he 
was appointed U. S. Commissioner 
of Railroads, with headquarters at 
Washington, which position hi held 
at the time of his death.

A Vicious Bird That Waa Never 
Thoroughly Tamed.

Harly laat aprlng. a pair of . bald 
caidaa sbi upon a huge (iead iree neai 
a lake in ihe far west Benealfl n nv 
where three great hrancheb parte*, » 
dark mass ot aticks marKi-.l the (d)Qj 
where for several years the birds hon 
reared their young The neat was not 
a new one. however; it represented the 
accumulate.! remains of several old 
uesls, ainl apparently ihe easles had 
come to consider the advlsalilMty of 
repairing ii tor another year's service. 
At any rat< they soon flew away, and 
next morning they ^vere busy bringing 
new material io the old nesting site. 
They brought, besides large slicks, tuif. 
moss and dried plant stalks,, and wheu 
the structure «as completed II meaa- 
ured five feet in height and six feet 
across the top. For two or three days 
ihe female bird sat upon the newly-made 
neat, aa though trying it, hefore aha ven- 
tured to lay her tw-oUffclteegxa. 

One momlnf while the eggs were 
■till unhatched. a man came down ihe 
lake In a tan ., and, spying the large 
neat, put ashtiro to examine It. Seeing 
thai It waa occupied he determined to 
It, and starie : u> climb the tree. 
Hut he never reached the nest, for the 
>arent birds, s-i roaming Bercely 
wooped ai him in so menacing a man- 
• r that Iu- decided i o "retreat. Per- 
aps it Is well for hi in that he did not 
prslst In the attempt, for the taltint 
f a bald eagle, hurled with all the fury 
f a savatre bird hav-ir.t; both speed luid 
eight, might easily tear a man from 
lis best hold upon a tree. 
So the egga remained, and after bav- 
ng been r.at upon lor about a month, 
am told, were hatched Tnayonng, 
which were covered with grayis'i 
ilown, now claimed the undivided at- 
tention of the parent birds, who foraged 
or them all day long. 

The eaglets grew rapidly, and in the 
•ourse of some weeka they were ready 
o leave the neat ami scrambled off 
into the near-by woods, where their 
parents still supplied them with food. 

About this time ihe man who had 
tried to rob the nest, and who had 
kept an eye on the birds ever since, 
landed once more on the shore of the 
lake. This time lie hail in his hand a 
steel trap, which he attached to a long 
cord. Then he climbed a tall dead 
stump near ihe ■bore, and set the trait, 
baited with flsh. on Ihe top.

He 
has al so promised a large cube of 
building stone showing four styles 
of finish of dressing This is a hard 
blue limestone Another iate r csting 
display from the county will be 
a concrete section ol street curbing 
and gutter, tarnished by the H M. 
Dalton stone Co.. of Hopkinsv " 
This company furnishes crushed 
stone for ballast, macadamizing and 
concrete and in addition to the curb- 
ing and gutter Mr. Dalton is to ship 
stone crushed from each of these 
burposes. OI course, the schools 
of Hopkinsville will have a place 
the educational exhibit to be made 
from tho association and Miss Katie 
McDaniel, the superintendant here 
is arranging for a display from the 
county school, and Prof J. B.Taylor 
for City Schools will prepare one for 
Hopkinsville schools.

"Thelate coins issued from the 
United States Mint at Philadel- 
nhia to commemorate the Louisiana 
Purchase Gold Dollar have been 
pronounced by numismatists the 
finest examples ol modern coining 
art. This coinage, winch will live 
as a metallic memorial ot the great 
World's Fairofl')o4, w as provided 
(or by a specific Act ol < jngress' 
which also limits the r issue to 250, 
000 pieces. The entire coinage will 
be delivered direct to the Exposi- 
tion Company and will represent a 
part of the Govermeot's general 
appropriation of (5,000,000 (or the 
Ex position. 

These specially designjd coins 
are of two types: two obverses hav- 
ing the same reverse; 125,000 bear 
an excellent likeness to Thomas 
UtffermOO - the Government father of 
the Lonisian;, Purchase.
